Saturday for this event, and 
they participated i in the cer- 
emonies including a ‘Parade 
of Masons’ from the Coffee 
County Courthouse to the 
educational building of Elba 
United Methodist Church 
where a dedication program 
was held prior to the unveil- 
ing of the new historical 
marker. 

The marker is located at 
the corner of Davis Street 
and Claxton Avenue in 
downtown Elba [across the 
street from the Elba United 
Methodist Church]. 

Elba Mayor Tom Maddox 
accepted the gift on behalf 
of the city from the Elba 
Masons. 


The text of the histori- 
cal marker reads as follows: 
150 yards south of this site, 
John B. Simmons built the 
first Masonic Hall in Coffee 
County. On December 17, 
1851, the Grand Lodge of 
Alabama issued a dispensa- 
tion to ‘nine Coffee County 
men to form a lodge in the 
town of Bentonville to be 
known as Elba Lodge #170. 
At the first meeting held on 
Friday, February 13, 1852, 
a committee was appointed 
to obtain property for the 
use of the lodge. The hall 
was a two-story building 
used for Masonic business. 
The first person to become 
a Master Mason in Elba 
Lodge #170 was William

“This brings our total cases 
since August 10th to 187 
systemwide,” Killingsworth 
said. “Numbers of those

Mass COVID-19 vaccination 
clinics succeed in immunizing 
eligible people across state

Mass vaccination clin- 
ics operated last week by 
selected hospitals in each 
of the eight public health 
districts throughout the 
state reached large num- 
bers of persons eligible for 
COVID-19 vaccine. 

The success of these clin- 
ics was a direct result of 
ongoing collaboration by a 
number of community part- 
ners including county emer- 
gency management agen- 
cies, public officials and 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH). 

Through the efforts of 
many hardworking volun- 
teers and healthcare pro- 
viders, at least 105,000 to 
110,00 doses of COVID- 
19 vaccine per week were 
administered in Alabama 
over the past three weeks. 
All the vaccine the state 
receives, both first and sec- 
ond doses, is being. admin- 
istered. Second doses for 
those vaccinated in last 
week’s clinics were given 
through the same process 
beginning 21 or 28 days 
from administration of the 
first doses, depending on 


the vaceine.

Start planning now for Spring gardens 


While experiencing the 
cold winter weather, one 
of the many things people 
look forward to are the 
luscious spring gardens. It 
is never too early to start 
planning. 

Now is the time for 
gardeners to begin prep- 
ping their gardens for the 
spring growing season. 
Getting Started 

Before taking any steps 
toward g ng 
garden, it is essential to 
first remove all the plants 
and weeds from the pervi- 
ous season. Starting from 
a clean slate will give the 
garden a clean, organized 
appearance, as well as 
healthy, fresh soil. 

The most important step 
when beginning to prep a 
garden is to conduct a soil 
test. Based on the results 
of the soil test, gardeners 
may have to add nutri- 
ents to adjust the pH of 
the soil in order for it 
to best suit the plants. 
Soil that is overly acidic 
may be harmful to some 
plants. It is important to 
keep a constant eye on 
soil pH levels to ensure 
they remain within the 6 
to 7 range. : 

“You might want to plant 
a cover crop if you have 
poor soil,” said Rhonda 

ri , an Alabama 
Cooperative Extension 
System home grounds, 
gardens and home pests 
regional agent “This will 
help build up organic mat- 
ter in the soil.” 

Also, it is important 
to determine whether 
the proposed garden plot 
receives at least six hours 
of full sunlight. Without 
the adequate amount of 
sunlight, the plants would 
not be able to thrive. 
Plan Out the Garden 

To have a successful 
spring garden, Britton 
suggests keeping a note- 
book for gardeners to plan 
what they are going to 
plant. In the same note- 
book, people can plan the 
potential layout, dates 
and times for planting. 
Getting ahead and staying 
on top of a gardening rou~ 
tine will ensure a success- 
ful, flourishing garden. 

Britton said at the 


beginning of the planning . 


process, it is important for 
people to decide whether 
they want to buy trans- 
plants or plant their own 
seeds inside, starting in 
the winter. 

“Some plants, such as 
squash, cucumber, corn 
and beans, do better with 
direct seeding,” Britton 
said. “Plants that do better 
as transplants are toma- 
toes and peppers.” 


If people plan to plant 
seeds, they should begin 
searching through seed 
catalogs now to purchase 
their desired seed. Having 
the plants or seed planned 
out before the spring sea- 
son will allow for a quick 
and efficient growing sea- 
son, 

Regional Conditions 

Lastly, depending on 
the region, it is important 
to identify and keep note. 
of the different weather 
conditions. For example, 
depending on where gar- 
deners live in Alabama, 
certain areas can begin 
planting before others. 
The warm temperatures 
in south Alabama would 
allow people to begin 
planting much sooner than 
the cooler temperatures in 
north Alabama do. 

Britton recommends 
downloading the Alabama 
Extension SOW app. 
This application includes 
recommended dates for 
planting based on the 
region or county the per- 
son is located in. Knowing 
the specific conditions 
for the area is crucial 
for a long-lasting spring 
garden season. Visit

Grief carries with it a multitude of conflicting emotions - and one of 
the most overpowering is the feeling of guilt. Those who have lost a 
loved one often find themselves struggling with the idea their loss is 
somehow their own fault - that there's something they could have said 
or done to prevent their loved one from dying.

Spring enrollment strong at Enterprise State Community College 


Enterprise State 
Community College saw 
another increase for the 
spring semester thanks to 
the College’s adapted com- 
munication efforts with stu- 


~~ dents and student support 


services. 

Dean of Students Kassie 
Mathis attributed this suc- 
cess to the College “consis- 
tently making the necessary 
accommodations to retain 
our current students and to 
provide our new students 
with what they need to be 
successful.” 

These accommodations, 
according to Mathis, includ- 
ed the continuation of vir- 
tual advising, the growth of 
the College’s laptop loaner 
program and the increase in 
virtual and over-the-phone 
communication to students. 
One example of this com- 
munication effort was the 
over 500 calls made by 
recruiters prior to the start 
of the spring semester. 

“Our recruiters set a goal 
to contact 300 students in 
three days,” Mathis said. 
“They more than exceeded 
that goal by making 572 
texts, calls, and emails and 
actually speaking with 279 
prospective students. This 
type of dedication to the 
success of students is what 
sets us apart and allows 
us to see continued suc- 
cess during such a difficult 
time.” 

Much like the Fall 2020 
semester at ESCC, students 
had more virtual and hybrid 
class offerings during the 
spring semester; how- 
ever, some additional on- 
campus class options were 
available. At the Alabama 
Aviation College, a unit of 
Enterprise State, students 
are continuing to follow 
staggered schedules and a 
modified block system. 


Whether students are 


taking classes online or on 
campus, they are still receiv- 
ing the support they need 
to be successful, according 
to Vice President/Dean of 
Instruction Danny Long. 

“The last few semesters 
have certainly proven chal- 
lenging for our students, fac- 
ulty and staff at Enterprise 
State Community College; 
however, our enrollment 
is strong and our students 
have demonstrated equita- 
ble success rates in compar- 
ison to non-COVID semes- 
ters,” Long said. “None 
of this would be possible 
without the collective effort 
demonstrated by our fac- 
ulty and staff from Student 
Services. Our faculty con- 
tinue to demonstrate com- 
passion and empathy for the 
unforeseen variables that 
the pandemic has created 
for students, and our student 
support services are there to 
keep them engaged in the 
learning process.” 

Echoing Mathis and 
Long, ESCC President Matt 
Rodgers said teamwork and 
dedication to the students 
were the College’s keys to 
success. 

“We recognized that 
many people are still going 
through difficult times, so 
we all stepped up to make 
sure we did everything we 
could to remove obstacles 
preventing anyone from 
continuing their education 
or training,” Rodgers said. 
“We also adapted our meth- 
ods of communication and 
took additional steps to meet 
our students’ needs before 
the start of the semester, 
like having additional hours 
to assist students with reg- 
istration prior to the start of 
classes. 

“Our success depends on 
our students’ success, and 
I am thankful for the great 
team we have here. Every
